Imagine that the s m a l l 


openings all a r o u n d your 
front door were a single large 
hole. You could probably put 
your fist through it. 


A number of such openings 


will create chilling drafts that 
will make any home, no mat- 
ter how good the heating 
plant, downright unpleasant. 


Buttoning up your house 


for winter weather will make 
living more comfortable, heat- 
ing costs much lower. 


If yours is a new house it 


is probably fully insulated. 
The least it should have is 
a layer of insulation in the 
attic or under the roof. This 
is the most important since 
heat loss is greater through 
the roof than through any 
other surface. The walls are 
also important and so is the 
floor over an unheated area. 


The cost of insulating is 


one that you will only have 


Keep warm 


£~Sf/ 1' this winter with 


proper insulation 


to consider once. It is good 
year after year and will make 
your house more comfortable 
in the summer, too, since it 
keeps out the heat. 


In finished walls, loose in- 


sulation will have to be blown 
in between the studs, a job 
for a contractor. Insulating 
the attic is an easier matter. 
Bat insulation (the kind that 
comes in a giant roll) can be 
laid between the attic floor 
beams. Or pour in three inch- 
es of loose insulation. 


If you plan to finish the 


attic, install insulation against 
the roof rafters. Weatherstrip- 
ping windows will cut out an- 
noying drafts. This is a must 
if the windows fit loosely. 
There are a variety of mate- 
rials available. The better 
ones need be installed only 
once. 


A felt and metal combina- 


tion is installed by nailing to 
the window trim so that the 
felt is against the inside face 
of the movable sash. 


Keep Window Closed 


Insulation of glass fiber is 


cheap, is Used by packing into 
the space around the window 
edge. You will have to keep 
the 
window closed; 
throw 


away the stripping once you 
open the window. 


Felt and metal 
weather- 


strip can be used around a 
door also. For the bottom of 
the door apply a special strip 
of metal and felt so that the 
felt rubs against the floor. 


Easily the most permanent 


of the materials is bronze 
weatherstrip. This is nailed 
in the window channel or 
against a door frame right 
in front of the doorstop mold

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ing. The material is springy 
and gives just enough to close 
the window or door. It re- 
mains hidden when the door 
or window is closed. 


S t o r m , windows dp,., not 


block open spaces but, they. 
are' a comfort 'factor. '-Thefe- 
will be drafts in front of 
windows that are completely 
sealed simply because warm 
air hits the cold window, 
cools off and moves, setting 
up air currents. 


A storm window keeps the 


inside window from becom- 
ing cold. The dead air be- 
tween the two windows pro- 
vides the insulation. 


Check Storm Windows 
Check your storm windows 


to see that they are in good 
repair and fit snugly. Check 


the putty in both regular and 
storm windows. If storm win- 
dow frames are not snug, 
calk openings. 


There are other tricks to 


keeping a house warm. Con- 
sider heavy drapes over large 
window areas, especially "'if 
exposed to heavy winds. Out- 
side walls that get very cold 
—generally on the north side 
of the house—are the ideal 
places for massive pieces of 
furniture, well-filled b o o k- 
cases. 


That closet near the door,

Most actors, if you ask them their life's ambition, will give 


you some high-sounding song-and-dance about wanting to do 
good things or become a great star or knock the world on its 
globe. 


Not Tommy Rettig. All he wants to do is change a law. 
"There's one thing I'm going to do in my lifetime," he says. 


"And that is to change that California law about child stars 
—the one which only requires 15 per cent of a child's earn- 
ings to go into a trust fund. That isn't nearly enough." 


Tommy Rettig speaks from experience, bitter experience. 


For four years, from when he was 11 until he was 15, he was 
the star of the Lassie television series. For him, it was no 
dog's life. Me made a pile—not as much as today's stars 
earn, but you'd have to call it a junior grade fortune. 


Dutifully, 15 per cent of his earnings was socked away. 


But the law, he says, only demands that much of contractur- 
al shows—like series—and says nothing about money earned 
on one-shots, such as guest appearances. Tommy made a lot 
of those in his'day. 


"In those early days of television," he says, "nobody had 


had any experience with series. We figured they would 
just keep going forever and that you could go from one to 
another easily." 


But that wasn't the case. Tommy outgrew the part and 


was replaced by Jon Provost. He was, however, so closely 
identified with the part that no new series materialized. 


FOIl THOSE FOUR FAT YEARS, he and his family had 


lived high. Almost everything, except for his 15 per cent, 
went as quickly as it came in. He was an only child and 
admits he was spoiled. 


"Nothing was too good for me then," he says. "I got what- 


ever I wanted 
And, during vacations, we took wonderful 


trips to wonderful places." 


When he turned 21—he's 23 now—he got his trust fund 


That 15 per cent was very nice, but it was no pot of gold 
By then he was married and had two sons, so most of it 
went right away for the down payment on a house. 


"I think," Tommy says, "that the law should be raised so 


that somewhere around 35 per cent of a child's income goes 
into the fund. And it should be expanded to take in every- 
thing the child earns—not just the contractural income." 


One inequity of his days on Lassie has already been re- 


paired. The residual clauses in the contracts then were not 
all inclusive. 


"My Lassie series," he says, "is still running in Europe 


but I don't get a penny from it any more." 


TODAY, TOMMY RETTIG is still small, slender and rather 


boyish in appearance. Any Lassie fan, of that era, would 
still recognize him. He says he went through a period in his 
late teens, when he tried to mature—he got a crew cut wore 
dark glasses, smoked a lot and called himself Tom. But 
"when I became 21 and honestly mature, I stopped all that— 
I quit smoking and went back to Tommy." 


He married when he just turned 18 and his sons are 


Tommy Jr., who is 5, and Deane, or Dino as he's called, who 
is 4. He doesn't think he wants them to act—at least not 
until they finish school. 


Tommy Rettig stiJI acts. These days he has a running part 


on Never Too Young, a daytime serial which ho describes as 
"a soap opera for teen-agers." He thinks it will help his 
career, because he does a comedy role on It. 


At home, Tommy Rettig and his boys have a dog. Perhaps 


it's symbolic, but it's a Samoyed, not a collie.

Johnson Vows 
Guns With 
Butter Policy 


By STERLING F. GREEN 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Prob- 


ably no president ever has 
avowed more firmly the policy 
of guns with butter. 


"We will not permit those who 


fire on us in Viet Nam to win a 
victory over the desires and in- 
tentions of the American peo- 
ple," President Johnson prom- 
ised Congress Wednesday night. 


But there were strong hints, 


in the next 5,000 words of his 
State of the Union message, that 
— as far as fedreal spending 
goes — the country will get a lot 
more guns and only slightly 
more butter. 


Johnson made clear his view 


that, while the nation can afford 
a record $112.8-billinn budget in 
fiscal 1967, it cannot afford the 
costlier spread called inflation. 


So if it was a guns-and-butter 


message, it also was an anti-in- 
flation message — an elaborate- 
ly pieced together plan for keep- 
ing prices in reasonable re- 
straint while waging a war, 
without sacrificing home - front 
progress and without imposing 
a general tax increase which 
might precipitate a recession. 


To prevent an overheating of 


the economy in the military 
buildup phase of 1966, Johnson 
proposed some fiscal fire extin- 


guishers. 


One is an apparently rigorous 


downhold on domestic spending. 
He sa'd that while the outlays 
for Viet Nam will climb another 
$5.8 billio nnext year, all other 
federal spending will rise only 
0600 million. 


Johnson reassured those who 


feared that his "Great Society" 
programs would come under the 
ax, saying, "I believe we can 
continue the Great Society while 
we fight in Viet Nam." But 
some programs, he admitted, 
will suffer — "because of Viet 
Nam, we cannot do all we 
should, or all we would like to 
do." 


Whatever his budget cuts may 


prove to be, they cannot cushion 
the strongly inflationary pres- 
sure of an arms program on top 
of a boom. 


So Johnson called also for 


three special tax actions — 
quickie, one-shot doses of anti- 
inflation medicine, to cool the 
spending fever of industry and 
consumers during the build-up 
period.

telephone and auto excise tax 
cuts that took effect 13 days 
ago. 


?.. Alter (he income t.av with- 


holding system. Instead of with- 
holding 14 ner cent from all 
paychecks, scale the rate up to.

3. Foeed up corporation tax 


payments — not increasing the 
pmount to be paid, but collect- 
ins more of it in 1966. 


Net result: $4.3 billion re- 


moved

And eventually, the military 


spending will ease off. Well be- 
fore the end of fiscal 1967, the 
government actually will be in 
the deflationary posture of tak- 
inp more mon«v out of the nub- 
lie's pockets than it puts in.

told Congress, "if you approve 
every prosram I recommend." 


There's the catch. Will Con- 
gress be willim* to revamp the 
whole tax withholding system 
for a negligible and temporary 
revenue pain? Will it renege on 
the excise cuts and change the 
t rv rules for industry?

THE DOCTOR'S MAILBAG 


Overpowering Fatigue 
Is Exhaustion Symptom

Q—What is the difference 


between physical, mental and 
nervous exhaustion? W h a t 
are their symptoms? What is 
the best way to prevent them? 


A—By physical exhaustion 


we usually mean that due to 
prolonged physical exertion 
as in a long-distance run. 
M e n t a l exhaustion implies 


i*.. staying too long on a task 


that requires great concentra- 
tion, as in cramming for an 
exam. Nervous exhaustion is 
that due to a series of frus- 
trations 
or to insufficient 


rest. It may occur after sev- 
eral nights of late hours or 
interrupted 
sleep or after 


working under tension for a. 
period of weeks or months. 


The chief symptom of all 


three is an overpowering fa- 
tigue but it is often surpris- 
ing how quickly a person who 
is physically or mentally ex- 
hausted can be revived with 
a short nap, a cup of coffee, 
or a change to a different set 
of interests. The victim of 
nervous exhaustion is much 
harder to revive. He is usually 
irritable and suffers a de- 
crease in general efficiency. 


The best prevention for all 


three is to get your rest well 
before the point of exhaustion 
is reached or to change your 
type of activity for a few 
minutes of every hour. 


Q—What causes glaucoma? 


At what age does it usually 
start? What is the normal 
pressure in an eyeball? If eye 
drops are used to arrest it 
will the victim have to use 
the drops indefinitely? 


A—Glaucoma or increased 


pressure within the eyeball is 
caused by a blocking of the 
flow of fluids inside the eye- 
ball — probably 
associated 


with hardening of the arter- 
ies. It is rare in persons un- 
der 50. Normally the pres- 
sure in the eyeballs is be- 
tween 15 and 25 millimeters 
of mercury. 


Drugs to narrow the pupils 


are beneficial but, for lasting 
relief, you should have a part 
of your iris removed. Since 
glaucoma is the chief cause 
of blindness in persons past 
middle age it should not be 
taken lightly. 


Q—What causes rectal fis- 


sures? The ointment my doc- 
tor gave me doesn't help. 
What would you recommend? 


A—An anal crack or fis- 


sure may be caused by the 
passage of a hard stool of 
great thickness. Until the fis- 
sure is completely healed you 
should keep the stools soft 
by eating large amounts of 
vegetable and fruit or taking 
Metamucil. 


After each stool, clean with 


a soft tissue moistened with 
warm water. Follow this with 
a soothing ointment — cold 
cream or petrolatum jelly. If 
the condition becomes chron- 
ic you should have the fissure 
removed surgically.

Rights Groups 
Using Gains 
as a Sword 


By DON MCKEE 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Un- 


precedented gains in the fight 
against 
racial 
discrimination 


have turned into a double-edped 
sword for civil rights organiza- 
tions, whittling away their sup- 
port as well as the foundations 
of segregation. 


In the absence of crises, civil 


rights organizations are losing 
funds and followers. Unspec- 
tncular programs such as voter 
registration or job improvement 
do not attract much money or 
members. 


"Our financial situation is 


pretty desperate," said John R. 
Lewis, national chairman of the 
Atlanta-based Student Nonvi- 
olent Coordinating Committee. 


The committee is the smallest 


and least organized of the civil 
rights groups and usually has 
financial problems. But the big- 
ger organizations also are feel- 
ing the pinch. 


Included is the oldest and 


largest, the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of 
Colored People, founded in 1909. 
Its 
executive director, 
Roy 


Wilkins, reoorted recently in 
New York that the NAACP lost 
nearly 25,000 members in the 
past year and had an unadjust- 
ed deficit of more than $200,000. 


Coupled with a 45,000-member 


loss in 1964, this reduced mem- 
bership from a 1963 peak of 535,- 
0(V) to 440,159. 


Wilkins attributd the decline 


to a belief of some supporters 
that the civil rights battle is 
over. So did Lewis. 


"One of the reasons," Lewis 


said, "is a feeling on the part of 
a great many people that the 
basic problems we have been 
struggling with are solved. Th^n 
there is just a tendency on the 
part of the American public, 
when they cannot see the dra- 
matic action, to slow down on 
support."

Equality, experiencing whole- 
sale changes in leadership, and 
the Southern Christian Leader- 
ship conference, headed by Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr., plan to 
revamp their fund-raising meth- 
ods.

Gartner said CORE had debts 


last Aug. 31 totaling "very close 
to $300,000." It has been re- 
duced to about $210,000, he said,

"Financially, we are certainly 


in need," said the Rev. Ralph 
D. Abernathy, treasurer of the 
Atlanta-based conference. "But 
w eare not drowning. We are 
still abl to pay our bills," 


"People usually give more 


when there is a crisis," he said. 


Enactment of the civil rights 


law of 1964 and the voting rights 
law of 1965, accompanied by 
continuing desegregation in the 
South, eased tense areas.

Army Seeks 
The Negro 


113,000 More Community 
Fighting Men 


By FRED S. HOFFMAN 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


vast bulk of the 113,000 addition- 
al fighting men sought by the 
Johnson administration will be 
used to strengthen Army and 
Marine ground forces, it was 
learned today. 


American ground forces are 


shouldering an e v e r - greater 
combat load in the Viet Nam 
war. 


The Navy and Air Force each 


will get only a few thousand 
more men in the new buildup, 
which 
will push total U.S. 


armed strength over the 3-mil- 
lion mark for the first time in a 
dozen years. 


Secretary of Defense Robert 


S. McNamara told newsman at 
the White House Monday that 
the administration will ask Con- 
gress to vote another $12.346 
billion to underwrite the soaring 
costs of the U. S. involvement in 
Viet Nam. The White House 
said $415 million will also be 
asked for economic purposes, 
bringing the supplemental total 
to $12.761 billion. 


McNamara provided few de- 


tails, beyond disclosing the dol- 
lar figure and the new manpow- 
er increase. Officials at the 
Pentagon took their cue from 
the defense secretary and de- 
clined to elaborate. 


The new administration mon- 


ey request — heralded as long 
ago as last summer — will be 
sent to Capitol Hill Tuesday and 
McNamara will give the specif- 
ics in testimony before senators 
on Thursday. 


This is the second major sup- 


plementary money request and 
military manpower increase for 
this year stemming directly 
from the deeper U. S. commit- 
ment in Viet Nam. 


Last August, when the basic 


decision was made to put large 
American ground forces into the 
battle, Congress granted the 
administration another $1.7 bil- 
lion and authorized an increase 
of 340,000 men, mostly for the 
Army. 


The second installment will 


boost the manpower ceilings to 
a point more than 450,000 above 
the level anticipated at the time 
the big Viet Nam buildup was 
ordered last summer. 


McNamara said that only $4.6 


billion of the new installment 
will be spent before this fiscal 
year ends next June 30, the rest 
later.
